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SAD STORY 


Of the Death of a Former Well 


Known Portsmouth Boy. 


Harry TJpp, After Facing Volley After 


Volley of Spanish Bullets, Died 


Alone Near His Old Home. 


A great deal bas been said pro and 


con 
tbe treatment of 
sick 
and 


wounded dying soldiers during the 
war which has just 
closed. 
The 


scene of action was so far away that 
people herrs could hardly realize the 
true condition of things, and many 
were loth to believe the stories that 
were afloat. 


A few evenings ago a Times re- 


porter accidentally stumbled onto a 
case that has some peculiarly remark- 
able and strange features about it. 


It is a case in which a young man 


dies within a few miles of home and 
relatives, without their knowledge, 
and among strangers—a yOung man 
who had heroically faced volley after 
volley of Spanish bullets, and seemed 
to be proof against 'these deadly mis- 
siles. But later, when attacked with 
fever, he was trying to get home to 
"battle with that" grim 
destroyer, 


Death. The story, as told, is as fol- 
lows : 


'Harry Upp, a bright young man of 


only twenty-seven years, son of Jesse 
TJpp, of Cincinnati, but formerly of 
this city, at the beginning of the 
Spanish-American war, obeyed the 
call of his country and enlisted in its 
defense, 
He was then at Ashland, 


Ky., and enlisted 
probably in the 


Second 
Kentucky Infanwy. 
The 


regiment was soon sent to the front, 
and dining the fighting arouucl San- 
tiago young Upp was in the hottest 
of the fight, baring his breast to the 
Spanish Mausers, climbing on and up 
the rugged mountain, thinking only 
of the welfare of the American flag 
and teaching the Spaniard that the 
American soldiery knew nothing but 
victory. 
Although 
comrades 
fell 


thick and fast all around him he 
seemed to be bullet roof and came 
out of the ,great conflict without a 
scratch. Just about the time the 
battle was won young TJpp, unac- 
customed to the severe heat, suffered 
an attack of sunstroke and was car- 
ried to the rear, and for several days 
hung between life and death, the 
brittle thread of life liahle to snap at 
any moment. 
But He who rules all 


things had perhaps ordered otherwise, 
and the young man was soon con- 
valescent, 
and a short time was 


placed on board a home-bound vessel 
and landed at Montauk. 
Shortly 


after arriving there he was stricken 
with fever, and again was compelled 
to. battle for life. 
Again he camo 


out conqueror, and was given a thirty 
days' furlough, 
in order that he 


might regain his health among loving 
friends and relatives at home. 
Now 


comes the sad and strange feature of 
the case. 
Weak and wasted in form, 


the hero of battle-field and hospital 
started, with the hope of reaching 
his loved ones. He arrived at Ash- 
land, Ky., and having an uncle near 
Iront.on, it is supposed he was trying 
to reach the 
hearth-stone o'f this 


relative. He walked down the grade, 
but as he stepped on the ferry-boat 
lie fell, becoming unconscious. 
He 


was carried to a private boarding 
house kept by a Mrs. Johnson. 
Here 


lie lingered unconscious and deliriou 
for four days, when Death claimec 
biro as a victim. Then, strange as it 
may seem, for the first time those 
around him, it appears, thought of 
searching his pockets to ascertain 
who he was and where he belonged 
An investigation revealed the address 
of his parents at Cincinnati. 
After 


some time had elapsed a message was 
sent, but in the meantime the body 
was buried. Why an effort had not 
been made to ascertain his identity 
before the thread of life had been 
severed is strange. It is very sad to 
think that he should die so near rela- 
tives, without their knowledge. 
Btv 


this is one of the many sad incident 
common in times of war. 
The joung 


man has relatives in this city whc 
have become much interested in the 
matter and are making a thorougl 
investigation. 


The remains will be exhumed anc 


placed where kved ones can visi 
the grave and drop a silent tear in 
memory of him who gave up his life 
that the old tlag might continue t( 
wave over "the land of the free anc 
tbc home of the brave."

iastic crowd the Philippine national 
assembly was opened at Walolos. 


There were thousands of visitors 


from the provinces and a great display 
was made. Aguinaldo entered the hall 
of the convent recently occupied hy the 
Spanish local government. 


Aguinaldo, who was received with 


cheers and also with cries ci "Viva 
America" by the large crowd of natives 
inside and outside the hall, read a de- 
cree convening the members, who in- 
cluded several Spaniards. 


He next read a message eulogizing 


the army and thanking the friendly 
nation which had set the historical ex- 
ample of liberty and had assisted a 
down-trodden race. 


Continuing, Aguiualdo urgently and 


eloquently exhorted the assembly to 
follow the noblest principles and in- 
voked the spirits of the "martyred Fil- 
ipinoes." 


The assembly then adjourned for the 


day. 


A Spanish delegate suggested that 


business be resumed in the afternoon, 
but a Filipino objected and accused the 
Spaniard of attempting to undermine 
the constitution. To this the Spaniard 
replied that he was a sincere republic- 
an and that his only desire was the 
welfare of the country. Thereupon the 
Filipino apologized and the proceed- 
ings terminated. 


During the afternoon many Ameri- 


cans 
and 
Europeans 
arrived and 


Aquinaldo was kept busy receiving 
visitors including the American con- 
sul. 


The correspodent had a private in- 


terview with Aguinaldo 
who is ex- 


tremely unwilling to compromise him- 
self with the natives. He said that a 
majority of the Filipinos had been 
struggling for freedom for years, and 
that they now believe that object has 
been obtained. 


Aguinaldo professed entire ignor-

?Ie said he was unable to under- 


stand the idea , and only understood

ment.

barracks after 
their 


severe campaign in. Cuba. 


The streets were crowded with peo- 


ple to see the heroes of El Caney, and 
from thousands of throats went up 
the cry: 
"The brave boys are back.' 


Tho clay of the home-coming -was 


clouded by oue startling element of 
distress. Several hours after the dem- 
onstration was over, former Lieuten- 
aat Colonel Joseph T. Haskell, who 
tfas recently promoted 
to 
brigadier 


general by President 
McKinley, 
fell 


dead at Ills home at the Columbus bar- 
racks. 


Apoplexy was the immediate cause 


of his death, brought on, no doubt, by 
the weak condition 
in which 
the 


wounds which he received at E! Caney 
had left him and by the excitement 
tttending the return of the Seven- 
teenth. Dr. Pitcher of the Post hos- 
pital was immediately summoned, but 
General Haskell was already dead. A 
conference 
of physicians was 
held 


later. 


He had been in his usual health 


throughout the long and trying day, 
although the unusual exertion 
which 


he had undergone had fatigued him 
somewhat and had increased the dis- 
comfort from his wounds. 


Captain Clay was with him wTben the 


end came, having called to congrtulate 
him upon the return of his regiment 
and the ovation which had been ten- 
dered him and his men. 
After a few 


minutes' 
conversation, General Has- 


kell rose with an exclamation of pain, 
clasped his head in bis hands and fell 
to the floor. 
Captain Clay sprang to 


his side, but before he reached the 
dying man there was no more need for 
human aid. 


The news of their general's death 


passed swiftly from officer to officer 
and from man to man, and the joy of 
their home-coming was subdued and 
changed to bitCer grief, 
The kindly 


nature, the sterling character and the 
absolute fearlessness of the man had 
endeared him to them all. 


At the time of the fulfillment of his 


highest ambition, at almost the very 
moment of tlie triumphal return, of his 
fflcn, the hero of a score of bloody 
fields was stricken down. Hearts tb,at 
thobbed exultlngly in love and joy to 
<?e him at the head of his men 
on 


their homeward march, are filled today 
*lth deepest sorrow. 
Officers 
and

and 
friends—all 
who 


knew him—feel that they have lost a 
kero and a man. 


When the Seventeenth left Columbus 


'aH April for the front It was com- 
manded by the late Brigadier General 
John S. Poland (then colonel) who con-

General Haskell's first military ex- 


perience was In 1S61, when he raised a 
company of volunteers from students 
at the Woodward High school, Cincin- 
nati, and was given a s'econd lieuten- 
ancy.

occupation of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
About 70,000 troops are now located 
in the south, and orders will be issued 
sending t 
First, Second, Sixth, Ninth 


and Tentn cavalry from Montauk to 
southern stations. The Third cavalry 
already has gone south aud the First 
and Second infantry were ordered to 
Anniston and the Eighth 
and 
Six- 


teenth to Huntsville. 


This leaves the Seventh, 
Twenty- 


fourth and Twenty-fifth Infantry, the 
Second volunteer engineers and com- 
panies G and H, Fourth artillery, at 
Moutauk. Within a day or two these 
last rernuiuing troops will be ordered 
south and Camp Wikoff will be no 
more. 


It is not the intention, however, to 


send the army of occupation to Cuba 
until after the unhealthy sea&on has 
passed, and meanwhile the troops will 
be put in lie best possible condition. 


On account of the desire o£ the war 


department that no chances shall be 
taken in the way of exposure of the 
troops to the dangers of the unhealthy 
season, no impatience is felt on ac- 
count of the rather slow progress of 
the work of the commission of evac- 
uation at Havana. 


Great satisfaction is exprwsed at 


the progress being made in Porto Rico 
and the evacuation is expected to oc- 
cur speedily; but in connection with 
the occupation of Porto Rico, the same 
anxiety as to the health of the army 
is not felt, nor are there similar dif- 
ficulties In connection with establish- 
ing the government, Pprto 
Rico be- 


coming at once a part of the territory 
of the United States. 


In assembling and organizing the 


army for the occupation of Cuba the 
consideration of possible trouble with 
the organized insurgents is not being 
taken into serious account. 


The Havana dispatches stating that 


there has developed a strong senti- 
ment in favor of independence 
and 


opposition to annexation, coupled with 
hostility toward the United States, is 
read with rather an air of amusement 
by officials of the administration. 


All the information in the posses- 


sion of the war department, it is said, 
indicates the most cordial relations 
and harmony of purpose between the 
Cubans and the representatives of this 
government.
